Committee to study ‘ethics' of GC employees

Granite City Mayor Paul Schuler 
formed an ad-hoc city council “ethics 
committee’ during Tuesday night’s 
meeting, but not until after a 
disagreement with Alderman Charles 
Douglas of the First Ward on the rules: 
of order of the council. 

Douglas balked at Schuler’s ap 
pointments, contending that com- 
mittees should be formed by the city 
council, not the mayor. 

Schuler proposed forming a com- 
mittee to “investigate certain things 
that come up from time to time 
regarding employees and that sort of 
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thing,” he explained after Douglas 
asked why the city needs an ethics 
committee. 

Staying vague about the reasons for 
wanting to form such a committee, 
Schuler said the committee would be 
charged’ with investigating incidents 
such as those described to the council in 
a closed caucus several weeks ago. The 
topic of that caucus was not disclosed. 

“*We had a caucus three weeks ago on 
employees. That should be checked out 
with a police representative and the 
city attorney. We also had problems at 
the treatment plant. Problems come up 
day to day,” the mayor added. 

Alderman Lloyd Bailey said it was 


his understanding that the “‘problems”’ 
discussed in the executive session were 
to be investigated by the sanitation and 
street committees, and Alderman Roy 
Poulos agreed, but the other aldermen 
said they understood the mayor agreed 
to appoint an ad-hoc committee to in- 
vestigate the allegations. 

Tuesday night, Schuler asked the 
council to concur in his appointments of 
Alderman Mac Warfield to chair the ad- 
hoe ethics committee and have 
Aldermen Paul Fisk and Everett 
Morlen serve with Warfield. 

He also appointed an ad-hoc com- 
mittee on acquiring property at the 
Granite City Army Installation, chaired 


by Alderman Sam Whitmer, with 
Aldermen Fred ‘‘Pat”” Schuman and 
Mike Modrusic serving. 

Douglas said he had no objection to 
the members selected, but alleged 
Schuler was violating the council’s 
charter, which calls for the council to 
appoint standing and special com- 
mittees and for the mayor to select a 
chairman from among those appointed. 

Morlen said the method used by the 
mayor in appointing committees and 
asking the council to concur “thas been 
passed on for years from one mayor to 
the next.”” 

Schuler responded, “I have waited 
four months. If the aldermen are 
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supposed to appoint committees, I 
haven’t seen a committee appointed 
yet.” 

Douglas added, “I am _ concerned 
about the status if the city council 
allows these appointments to stand. I 
believe they should be made by the 
council, if they want to meet and ap- 
point your recommendations. 

Schuler then withdrew his ap- 
pointments and told the aldermen they 
could appoint the two committees at the 
next meeting Sept. 2. 

A concerned Poulos then asked, 
“Mayor, will this situation be drop- 
ped?" and Schuler assured him, ‘We 
need a committee on the depot (Army 


Installation). I met with the people at 
the depot today (Tuesday). We need a 
committee, but the aldermen feel we 
don’t need a committee. F'ine!’”” 


Warfield then moved for a closed- 
door caucus, but about the same time. 
Schuman made a motion to accept 
Schuler’s suggested committees. 


A voice yote on Schuman’s motion 
then was taken and most aldermen 
seemed to vote in favor. City Clerk 
Robert W. Stevens declared that the 
motion had passed and the committees 
were appointed, as proposed by the 
mayor.

It may be “a long way around” for 
some drivers between portions of West 
Granite City and the downtown area, as 
a second railroad crossing will be 
closed next month for nearly a month, 

A lengthy battle to have the rough 
crossing on 20th Street repaired is over 
and the crossing will close for more 
than a month, beginning Monday, Sept. 
8, Granite City Mayor Paul Schuler told 
the city council Tuesday night. Work 
should be completed by Oct. 10, he said. 

With 19th Street already closed for 
construction of the overpass, traffic 
will have to use Niedringhaus Avenue, 
which could cause some congestion and 
lengthy backups when trains are using 
the crossing. 

“The city apologizes for the in- 
convenience, but we feel the final 

‘outcome will be appreciated by all. This 
crossing repair will be the sixth to 
occur in the past four years, not 
counting the overpass,’’ Schuler 
commented. 

The five railroads having tracks 
across 20th Street will repair their 
respective sections of the crossing

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GC teachers headed to court

In contrast to the strikes affecting 
some school districts in this region, the 
Granite City school system’s fall term 
began this week with an aura of labor- 
management harmony, at least on the 
surface. But a lawsuit to be heard Sept. 
8 will air differences between the 
district and its faculty bargaining 
group. 

Courtroom contenders in Madison 
County's Third Judicial Circuit are the 
Board of Education and Local 743 of the 
American Federation of Teachers. 
Extensive pre-trial statements already 


have been taken from witnesses while 
they were being questioned by at- 
torneys. 

A two-year agreement was reached 
with the Granite City District Nine’ 
teachers a year ago. 

School board members and ad- 
ministrators say faculty size estimates 
were utilized during bargaining talks 
‘only as a means of projecting the 
amount of funds likely to be available 
for pay increases and other teaching 
costs. 

Local 743 representatives contend 
that the actual number of teachers has 
remained less than anticipated, in the 


620s rather than 630. By their 
reasoning, the financial pie, therefore, 
should be sliced into fewer and bigger 
retroactive pay should be 
d in addition to what was paid 

them in 1979-80, they say. 

The agreement was ratified by Local 
743 but not signed by its officers. 

The teachers in effect accept the 
raises called for at the conclusion of the 
negotiations, but only if they are un- 
successful in their suit. If they are 
successful, the school district could be 
forced to provide back pay to all 
teachers for last year and added pay for 
the year that is starting. 


No precise figures have been voiced 
regarding the amount of funds under 
litigation. 

As noted, such differences of opinion 
remain beneath the surface, and the 
start of the 1980-81 school year is being’ 
viewed as successful. ; 

Decisions on where tentative staff 

ignments should be altered will be 
made after the enrollment has 
stabilized; the usual benchmark is the 
sixth day of instruction.

A rare “behind the scenes”’ look into 
the nation’s top intelligence and law 
enforcement agencies was afforded 
members of Explorer Post 10-4 during a 
trip to Washington, D.C., ending last 
week. 

Sixteen members of the post, which is 
sponsored by the Madison Police 
Benevolent and Protective Association 
110, spent a week in Washington D.C. 

The first morning in the nation’s 
capitol was spent at the executive of- 
fices of the U.S. Secret Service, where 
the explorers, who are from throughout 
the Quad-City area, were briefed by H. 
Stuart Knight, director of the Secret 
Service. 

Director Knight, who is an active 
supporter of Exploring, when asked 
why he is active in the program said, 
“That is quite easy to answer. In our 
line of work we frequently deal with 
very undesirable people. It does me 
good to see youth, such as yourselves, 
interested in making and keeping cur 


gountry a good place to live,”’. 


After meeting with Knight, Special 


Agent James Boyle took the group to a 

conference room where two topics— 

protecting the President of the United 

and counterfeiting, were 

ed at length. John W. Werner, 

assistant to the director, stopped to 
greet the explorers 

Director Knight, Werner and Boyle 
were key figures in the planning and 
execution of the first national Law 
nforcement Explorer Conference, 
held in Michigan during July, 1979. 

Post 10-4 took 20 members to that 
conference and became acquainted 
with Knight, Werner and Boyle. 

The explorers presented Director 
Knight an engraved plaque, bearing the 
post patch, making him an honorary 
member of Explorer Post 10-4. 

At2 p.m. the same day, the explorers 
were signing in and receiving iden- 
tification tags to wear in the tightly 
secured Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA). 

The local group was led into the 
private office of Peter B. Bensinger, 
administrator of DEA. Bensinger is the 
former director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Corrections. 


After discussing the role of DEA and 
also Exploring (Administrator Ben- 
singer is also active in Exploring), the 
group was taken to a conference room 
where international drug traffiking and 
covert actions against drug traffikers 
here and abroad were explained by 
DEA Special Agent Curtis Dixon, 

DEA was born on July 1, 1973, by the 
merger of four drug enforcement 
agencies—the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, the Office of National 
Narcotics Intelligence and those drug 
investigative intelligence activities 
previously preformed by the Bureau of 
Customs. 

This amalgamation combined all of 
the federal government’s anti-drug 
enforcement efforts under a unified 
leadership. Administrator Bensinger 
reports directly to the attorney general, 

The explorers then returned to their 
motel, the Holiday Inn at Alexandria, 
Va., which is the same motel in which 
members of Post 10-4 stayed in 1974, on 
a similar trip.

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Crystal technology —it sparkles with promise 


Tiny radio transmitters 
that are swallowed or 
surgically implanted to 
monitor body functions and 
report vital diagnostic in- 
formation will soon be 
possible using single-crystal 
technology, according to a 
report at a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. 

“Crystals help to regulate 
the power to our cities, 
manage bank accounts, 
direct rail and air traffic and 
reservations, help diagnose 
diseases, and may 
ultimately provide the key to 
producion of limitless energy 
on earth,” says Dr. Stanley 


Mroczkowiski of Yale 
University. 

“There is no aspect of day- 
to-day existence in 
technologically advanced 
countries that not in- 
fluenced directly or in- 
directly by crystals.’” 

Single crystals are pure 
samples of a compound — 
such as quartz whose 
atoms are found together in 
a definite and highly ordered 
arrangement 

What makes them so 
useful in technology is their 
electrical conductivity, 
which can be tailored so that 
the crystal has electrical 
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properties that meet the 
various needs of industry. 
They are crucial, for 
example, in the operation of 
many solid-state systems 
such as portable ‘radios, 
television, hearing aids, auto 
ignitions and telephones. 

Single crystal technology 
has important and near- 
future implications for low- 
pollution and new energy 
sources, such as fuel cells, 
advanced batteries, solar 
energy systems, magneto 
hydrodynamics and fusion 
energy, according to Dr. 
Mroczkowski. 

He also predicts a 
revolution in power tran- 
smission caused by crystal 
superconductors that con- 
duct electricity with vir- 
tually no loss, offering 
‘“‘tremendous energy 
savings'’ for long distance 
transmission. 

He foresees new ways to 
store electricity, new light 
sources such as light- 
emitting diodes that could 
light a whole room, powerful 
optical communications 
systems using laser light 
instead of radio waves to 
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carry information, advanced 
computers that make ar- 
tificial intelligence devices 
and large-scaie weather 
prediction practical, 
telephone video com- 
munication, and inexpensive 
catalysts for cleaning car 
engine exhausts using tiny 
single crystals. 

For the more distant 
future, Dr. Mroczkowski's 
predictions include optical 
computer duplication of a 
single nerve cell, organic 
semiconductors, and super- 
thin films suited for a host of 
electrical applications. 

“In fact, a whole new 
technology | of ‘‘integrated 
optic seems on the 
horizon,” he says. ‘Many 
optical functions at present 
might be performed on a 
single crystal chip in a 
manner analogous to solid- 
state integrated circuits.”

individual contract 
offered to faculty 


Instructors of Belleville 
Area College courses, who 
currently are teaching 
without a new working 
agreement, have been asked 
to individually approve new 
agreements, rather than to 
have a contract negotiated 
by the American Association 
of University Professors 
(AAUP), 

The BAC board of trustees 
voted 5-1 Monday evening to 
offer the instructors a 10 
percent salary increase, in 
addition to yearly increment 
raises, and to mail individual 
agreements to the faculty 
members. 

The agreements carry a 
no-strike provision and new 
productivity pledges, a 
spokesman for BAC said. 
Those who return their 
igned agreements by 
Friday are to receive the 
new wages, retroactive to 
Aug. 18. 

Those who return their 
agreements after Friday will 
begin receiving the higher 
wages immediately, but will 
not be granted the 
retroactive wages, ac- 
cording to the spokesman. 

Teachers who fail to return 
their agreements may 
continue working under their 
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present wage scale, the 
board decided. 

All signing agreements 
pledge not to participate in a 
threatened strike against 
BAC. They also agree to 
accept increases in work 
hours for English in- 
structors, those with 
laboratory assignments, 
librarians and counselors, 
the spokesman added. 

Bruce Wissore, interim 
BAC president, commented, 
“While we continue to 
recognize the AAUP as 
bargaining agent, we feel 
compelled to issue individual 
contracts, because the un- 
settled state of affairs is not 
in the beSt interest of the 
college or the faculty 
members 

“This is the only way we 
can provide the salary in- 
crease to those faculty 
members who are willing to 
accept the terms of the 
contract and pledge that 
they will not strike during its 
term.” 

He added, ‘‘In light of last 
Wednesday's threat of a 
strike by the faculty, we 
believe that this effort will 
give us the most likelihood of 
providing uninterrupted 
educational services to our 
students.” 

Avery Schermer of 
Granite City, the only Quad- 
City area resident on the 
BAC board, was out of town 
when the vote was taken. 
The only negative vote on the 
issue of mailing individual 
contracts to instructors was 
cast by Elizabeth Jenner of 
Mascoutah.

Grants encourage 
innevation to solve 
education problems 


The three R's — reading, 
writing and arithmetic — are 
the basis forseveral of the 72 
projects being funded under 
‘Title IV grants by the Illinois 
State Board of Education for 
the 1980-81 school year. 

The competitive grants 
under Title IV, Part C, of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act total about 
$7.9 million in federal funds 
this year. 

The grants are broken 
down into three main 
categories: planning, 
development and demon- 
stration, Projects designed 
to meet 
educational needs, based on 
priorities set by the State 
Board, are awarded 
development grants. 

A demonstration grant is 
given once a program has 
been evaluated and proved 
successful. Planning grants 
provide funding for school 
districts in the process of 
developing proposals for 
ensuing development 
projects. 

Of the 72 grants awarded, 
six are planning grants; 11 
are first-year development; 
six are first-year develop- 
ment and demonstration, 
and the others are 
development and develop- 
ment-demonstration —_ cont- 
inuation of projects already 
under way. 

Increasing concern for 
greater proficiency in basic 
skill areas has led to the 
funding of such projects as 
“Micro,” a planning grant 
awarded the Hinsdale 
district. It is aimed at im- 
proving the logical and 
critical thinking skills and 
the mathematics 
achievement of gifted, 
average and disadvantaged 
children in grades 4-8 with 
the use of microcomputers. 

“Time to Write,” a fi 
year project being im- 
plemented by the Chicago 
-district, is designed to meet 
the need for improving 
students’ expository writing 
skills. 

The mainstreaming of 
handcapped students into the 
‘east restrictive n- 
vironment” another issue 
addressed by the Title IV 
grants. “Mass,” a first-year 
development project, was 
proposed by Charleston. Tt 

to facilitate the 
nstreaming process 
through introduction of 
microcomputers into special 
education classrooms. 

Programs directed toward 
helping parents, _ad- 
ministrators, gifted and 
handicapped students are 
also among the first-year 
projects being funded this 
year. 

Recommendations — for 
grants are made to the state 
superintendent of education 
by the Title IV Advisory 
Council, a committee 
mandated by the federal 
government. Development 
grants are also reviewed by 
a panel of educators not 
related to the State Board. 

After being assessed and 
validated by a group of 
educators from other states,

successful projects become 
qualified for the Illinois 
Demonstration network. 

The network gives schools 
throughout the state an 
opportunity to adopt 
programs to help deal with 
local educational problems 
at minimal cost. 

Four projects in Madison 
County have been approved.

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Family has changed throughout history 


By NATALIE ZEMON

Change in the character of 
family life is nothing new. 

We often think that the 
extended family household 
with obedient wives and 
children has existed for 
centuries. 

But to the-.fathers of 
cla: al Rome, the sons of 
colonial America would have 
seemed too independent, 
while the husbands of 17th- 
Century Europe would have 
been shocked at the freedom 
with which 10th-Century 
wives disposed of their 
property. 

“When I got married at 
about 34,” an old peasant 
was supposed to have said in 
the 16th Century, “I knew 
nothing about making love, 
but nowadays there’s hardly 
a lad over 15 who h 
up to something with 
girls. 

However differently the 
family has played its roles, it 
has all along been a central 
institution for individual 
survival and childrearing. 

Until the 19th Century, how 
well could you support 
yourself as a single peson? A 
prosperous farm requires 
the labor of the whole family, 
the husband and his aides 
doing the plowing, the wife. 
her daughter and servants 
the, dairying, and the 
younger children __ the 
berrying. 

The poor family pooled 
what income it had from 
agricultural labor, spinning 
and domestic s ce. 

Well into the Industrial 
Revolution, factory girls 
were sending wages back to 
their parents. 

Widows and 
hastened to remarry if they 
could. If they survived into 
old age, they hoped to live 
with a nearby son- or 
daughter; faifing that, they 
might try to set up a 
household with a young 
couple with whom they had 
family-like relationship: 

Children were also prized 
in early modern Europe and 
colonial America because 
they could carry on the

Children quarreled and 
sued each other to win their 
rightful share of an 
inheritance, and yet they 
also helped each other get on 
in life 

HUSBANDS AND WIV 

The father not only had 
authority over his children, 
he also had it over his 
spouse. 

The Bible had said it and 
the law confirmed it: the 
wife was subject to the 
husband, and he must 
protect and correct her. 

Rich or poor, she had to 
put whatever property she 
brought to the marriage 
under her husband’s control 

In Europe, her dowry was 
set up in ‘a marriage con- 
tract, which also spelled out 
what the spouse who died 
first would give the survivor 

Within constraints 
the experience of marriage 
varied enormously 

At one extreme were 
husbands who beat their 
wives and wives who bullied 
and even hit their husbands. 

At the other were 
husbands who wrote in their 

ries, “‘My dear wife ex- 

ding tender and careful of 
me” and wives who repor- 
ted, “So constant was my 
husband in his love for me 
that when I ceased to be 
young and lovely, he began 
to show even more fond.

The Children‘s Home and Aid Society 
of Illinois are making tenative plans to 
open a care and living center in Venice 
for children who are wards of the state, 
the’ Venice City Council was told 
‘Tuesday evening. 

Judy Hall, regional director, Barry 
Stone, president of the board of the 
society, and Brenda Ervin, a society 
case worker, spoke to the Venice 
Council about the project. 

‘The society is nearly 100 years old, 
having been founded in 1883, and the 
local society serves Jersey, Madison 
and St. Clair counties, the aldermen 
were told. 

According to the director, the agency 
would like to located in Venice, since 
the city is in the center of the service 
area and there is a house that will meet 
their needs located al 1018 Second St., 
Venice. 

The house under consideration would 
need some remodeling, but will meet alll 
state and local health, fire and safety 
codes 

Plans call for about 10 children, 
between the ages of 12 to 18, to be cared 
for. The youths will be all of the same 
sex, probably girls, and there will be 24- 
hour professional supervision, the 
planners said. 

The children will be wards of the 
state and will come from the three 
counties, not necessarily Venice. 


Referrals are made through the 
Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services only, but the society 
has the right to refuse any child who 
exhibits disruptive behavior patterns, 
they said. . 

Vénice residents will be hired for the 
center, when possible. The agency is 
funded by the state of Illinois, the 
aldermen were told. 

After a brief questioning period, the 
aldermen agreed the center probably 
would be good for the community. 
Although the group does not need 
council approval, Director Hall noted 
that they would prefer to fully explain 
their operation, so it is not confused 
with non-professional foster care 
homes. 

The Aid Society also offers counseling 
and adoption services, in addition to 
caring for children who have some type 
of family problem. The society works 
with children and parents, trying to 
reunite families, when possible. 

The children will go to schoo) in the 
community, it was explained. No 
timetable has been set, the aldermen 
were told. 

Children‘s Home and Aid Society of 
Illinois is a private agency and con- 
tracts with the Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services. The 
state will have to give the final ap- 
proval after all preliminary studies are 
inished, the planners concluded.

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Seek federal grant to train 
handicapped at beauty school 


In an effort to prepare 
handicapped students of the 
Granite City school district 
to be more job ready, a 
program has been developed 
by owners of the Granite City 
School of Beauty Culture, 
teachers of handicapped 
students, and the coor- 
dinator of off-campus 
education. 

The proposal includes 
taking three handicapped 
students every nine weeks to 
the beauty school for 
preparation in the area of 
shampooing, wiggery and 
related sanitations. 

Students can be selected 
from the educable han- 
dicapped, multiple han- 
dicapped or trainable 
classes, as deemed 
available, to participate in 
the process. 

A proposal _has_ been 
submitted to the U.S. to 
apply for Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
act funds totaling $13,277 to 
pay for: 

i. Classroom stipends of 12 
handicapped students, and 
classroom stipends for four 
students from the vocational 
child care program to assist, 
$1,547. 

2. Transportation for 
handicapped students, 
$3,500. 

3. Tuition for handicapped 
students, $1,500. 

4. Equipment for 
dicapped students, $650. 

5. Portion of off-campus 
coordinator’s salary and 
three hours a week work by a 
study coordinator, $6,079.

On the recommendations 
of B. J. Davis, superin- 
tendent of schools, and 
Warren Collins, curriculum 
coordinator, who reviewed 
summer curriculum 
workshops, the Granite City 
Board of Education on 
Tuesday night approved new 
course outlines, student 
objectives and syllabuses. 

Collins related that “11 
curriculum workshops were 
held during the summer 
months. Four of the com- 
mittees have provided 
course outlines or 
syllabuses. 

“Regarding elementary 
social studies, prior to the 
study and screening of the 
social studies textbook 
series, the committee 
revised the developmental 
learner objectives in grades 
K+, 

“The suggested student 
objectives are broad enough 
in scope to be used with the 
materials currently in use, 
and are suitable for any 
future textbook adoption; 
yet, the skills to be  in- 
troduced are specific enough 
to provide a sequential 
development of — social 
studies skills. 
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Revise GC curriculum on writing 
skills; progress on competency tests 


“After examining textbook 
series from every major 
publisher, the committee 
recommended staff con- 
sideration of the Follett and 
Macmillan series. K-6 
classroom teachers will 
make a final recom- 
mendation during the fall 
semester. 

“In the field of elementary 
spelling, although all major 
publishers were invited to 
submit materials, very few 
of these firms offer a formal 
spelling program. 

“Despite the fact that only 
eight publishers provided 
copies, each was unique in 
its approach and format. The 
committee rcommended 
staff consideration of the 
Silver-Burdett and McGraw- 
Hill programs. 

“A recommendation for 
adoption of one of the two 
programs will be made to the 
board after a majority 
seiection by personnel is 
made this fall. 

“Regarding elementary 
intermediate level writing, 
last year a pilot program, 
Project Write On, was in- 
troduced at the fourth and 
sixth grades at Maryville 
School 


“The success of the 
program prompted us to 
seek board approval to 
develop a syllabus and ex- 
tend the program into all 
elementary buildings on a 
voluntary basis. 

“Copies of this syllabus 
are entitled Let’s Write. 

“This is so complete that it 
is difficult to think of its 
being merely a_ syllabus. 
Let’s Write contains all 
original material by Victoria 
Boyd, Sandra Hughes and 
Helen Kuenstler. 

“The syllabus will be of 
benefit to any teacher at any 
grade level who wants to 
develop student writing 
skills,” Collins commented. 

In regard to junior high 
and senior high school ex- 
pository writing, a 1980 
summer workshop was 
dedicated to the task of 
developing a logical and 
sequential method of 
teaching writing skills at the 
secondary level across in- 
terdiscipiinary lines

By BARBARA LAWRENCE 
and MARVIN SOLOMAN 
(This is one of a series of 

articles about early Madison 

County, based on material 

taken from the Flagg 

papers, a collection of 
manuscripts written by the 

Flagg family and housed in 

Lovejoy Library at SIUE.) 
Settlers on the prairie 

found nature both friend and 

enemy. Rich soil made 
farming profitable, but the 
‘climate was trecherous. 

Before the prairie was 
converted to farmland, it 
was wet and marshy. The 
grass held the moisture, 
preventing good drainage 
and providing a breeding 
place for mosquitoes. 

Horse flies were so bad a 
horse would be covered with 
blood after a few hours on 
the prairie. Also, the 
stagnant water and dank air 
contributed to a variety of 
illnesses. 

‘The summer and early fall 
months brought an illness 
known as ‘‘feaver and 
ague,”” a mysterious com- 
bination of fever and chills 

After the 1830s, 
was another threat 
hot, wet weather. And such 
diseases as smallpox, “milk 

” consumption, or 
congestive brain 
plagues the residents 

Several early travelers 
through Illinois wrote to 
friends and relatives in the 
east, telling of entire 
households or villages sick 
with the ‘“ague” or perhaps 
cholera 

There were numerous 
cholera scares in Madison 
County and adjacent areas, 
especially St. Louis. In 1849, 
a cholera epidemic of 
frightening proportions 
swept St. Louis. The Flaggs 
received reports of up to 140 
deaths per day in the city. 

In mid-July, Willard Flagg 
wrote, ‘‘We are told of seven 
coffins being taken from 
Chouteau’s Pond and one 
from a cellar, but this is 
almost too horrid to believe. 
It would make a reality of 
the dreadful accounts of 
pestilence of bygone ages."” 

Boats coming up river 
were frequently infected, 
forcing the ‘Board of 
Health” to quarantine all 
passengers and crew until 
they were deemed safe 
Willard, wrote in July 1849 
that of 400 persons aboard 
one boat, only 75 survived 

No doubt many of the 
reports were highly 
exaggerated, but known 
deaths in the neighborhood 
lent credibility to the wildest 
reports. 

There were five deaths in 
Alton on July 10 and three in 
Upper Alton on July 11. A 
servant died of cholera in the 
household of he DeBows, 
friends of the Flaggs. And 
Dr. Lathy and his wife were 
said to be exhausted by the 


r to home, the cob- 
bler, Mrs. Howie, and his 
wife both succumbed to 
cholera. Mrs. Jacob True of 
Bunker Hill lost both her 
husband and son, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Springer both fell 
victims 

Mr. Wyman, Willard’s 
teacher at Smith Academy, 
wrote that he had just 
recovered but that his 
brother was gravely ill and 
that a Mr. Richards was 
dead, 

The epidemic lasted until 
the weather broke and the 
hot, wet spell was replaced 
by cooler, dryer days. By 
July 29° only 14 deaths per 
day were reported in St 
Louis. 


Those who could, fled St. 
Louis. On Aug. 1 Willard 
wrote that there were two 
men, three women and an 
indefinite number of 
children staying overnight at 
the Flaggs. They were 
“refugees’ on their way back 
ta St. Louis 

Before cholera reached the 
Midwest in the 1830s, there 
were the summer com- 
plaints of ague and milk- 

ickness, a disease which 
first infected animals and 
then people who ingested 
milk or flesh of the infected 
animals. 

It was thought that some 
poisenous substance was 
communicated from animals 
to humans, but little was 
really known about the 
disease. 

Gershom Flagg frequently 
wrote of the unhealthy 
conditions in Illinois. 

On Sept. 15, 1819, he was 
“taken sick with the feever 
(sic) & ague...which lasted 
nearly two months.” 

At that time, he said he 
would try living here one 
more season and if his health 
continued to suffer, he would 
leave. 

The winter brought other 
hardships, and Geshom 
wrote several times of men 
freezing to death while at- 
tempting to cross or 
becoming lost on the 
uninhabited prairie. 

Still, the lure of land and 
the ‘promise of _ self- 
sufficiency brought —_in- 
cresing numbers of people 
some from as far away as 
England or Germany 

The swampy, unhealthy 
prairie lands were gradually 
converted to prosperous 
farms, and these improved 
conditions made the once 
hazardous prairie a choice 
place to live.

Urban lessons from 
—and for—commune 


Establishing priorities, 
policy analysis, and 
strategic planning are not 
terms often associated with 
communal living. Yet, Mark 
‘Drucker calls them just as 
jecessary for the successful 
management of a commune 
as they are for dealing with 
the problems of an urban 
environment 

He is acting director of the 
Graduate Urban Affairs and 
Policy Analysis Program at 
Southern Ilinois University 
xt Edwardsville, a program 
which trains students for 
urban-related public service 
jObs. 

Since these jobs involve 
decision-making respons. 
ibilities, the students learn 
how to design and evaluate 
programs and to develop 
budgets and plans 

During their studies, they 
take what they have learned 
in. the classroom about 
decision-making methods of 
urban policy analysis and 
relate it to real world 
problems, 

A team of students in the 
graduate program included 
a commune in its study. 
Drucker said he was in- 
terested in working with the 
problems of commune 
management because it 
provided a much different 
type of learning’ situaton 
from what the students 
would ordinarily experience. 

‘“*Within urban 
populations,” Drucker said, 
“there are large numbers of 
interest groups with con- 
flicting goals 

“It is difficult to im- 
plement policies with any 
bite to them, On the other 
hand, goals are shared in the 
communal environment. 

“We were interested in 
East Wind — the commune 
studied — not because all the 
residents live togther but 
because they share a strong 
sense of direction,” Drucker 
said. 

East Wind is located 
outside Tecumseh, Mo., 
along the Arkansas border. 
Established in the early ’70s, 
the commune has had as 
many as 60 people living 
within its confines. 

In addition to raising much 
of what they need with their 
animals and crops, residents 
of East Wind market their 
handiwork. Handcrafted 
articles, such as leather 
sandals, rope hammocks and 
hanging chairs, have been 
some of their more suc- 
cessful business ventures. 

But some of their products 


are not selling as well as the 


residents had hoped. To keep 
their .present standard of 
living, they need to replace 
the unprofitable articles with 
more marketable goods. 
Currently, the group is 
considering the manufacture 
of peanut butter as a likely 
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replacement. The residents 
would be able to obtain 
peanuts from another 
commune in Virginia, and 
they can sell the finished 
product through a retail co- 
op and health food stores. 

Making a major change in 
the economic make-up of the 
community is not the only 
concern of the resident. 
Maintaining good human 
relationships among the 
residents and providing 
satisfactory chore 
organization are also high 
priorities. 

“Even though they share a 
lot of the same beliefs and 
want to work to implement 
those beliefs, the people have 
different ideas as to what is 
most important to attaining 
those goals,” Drucker said. 

“Utilizing the policy 
analysis methods they had 
jearned in the classroom, the 
SIUE students were able to 
provide the governing body 
of the commune with a 
variety of procedures for 
resolving their short-term 
problems while working 
toward long-range goals.’’ 


Suit alleges 
improper care 
during pregnancy 


A 15-count lawsuit has 
been filed in Madison County 
Circuit Court against Dr. 
Hector Zevallos, Dr. 
Yogendra Shah and St 
Elizabeth Medical Center for 
alleged improper care of a 
mother during her 
pregnancy.

He said the 
problem was because 
the value of copper has 
gone up enough to make 
the coins worth more 
than their face value. Is 
this true? 

A. No. For the copper value 
of a penny to be worth 
more than the one-cent 
face value of the coin, 
copper prices would have 
to be higher than $1.50 per 
pound. In fact, most 
authorities estimate that 
when melting, marketing 
and transportation costs are 
added the value would have 
to be from $1.75 to $1.90 
per pound before there 
could be any value in selling 
pennies for copper content. 
Your friend was orobably 
partially correct, in that, the 
temporary upswing in 
‘copper prices earlier this 
‘year (to just over $1.40 per 
(pound), probably caused 
some hoarding with an- 
ticipation that copper could 
jenjoy a spectacular rise like 
jgold and silver. Since then, 
however, copper prices 
|have slid back to com- 
\fortably under the dollar per 
jpound mark and spotty 
jshortages of perinies have 
all but disappeared.

“Schools are open; drive carefully,’”’ a 
sketch of students in a traffic area urged 
on the front page of Monday’s Press 
Record. Ironically, the same page in- 
cluded announcement of the traffic death 
of a 17-year-old local high school student. 

There are limits to what a newspaper 
can bring about, no matter how persuasive 
its appeals to reason and logic. But we 
wish we had been even more hard-hitting 
than we were in our extensive coverage 
this summer regarding the perils of 
Chouteau Slough Road. Maybe the fatality 
during the pre-school-term weekend could 
have been avoided. 

On July 24, the Press-Record published a 
new map showing present western 
boundaries of Granite City, with Chouteau 
Slough Road identified as apparently 
being part of Nameoki Township. Concern 
was voiced over the lack of maintenance of 
the road. 

Two photographs were presented in the 
Aug. 7 issue, showing limbs in the roadway 
and deep potholes in a ‘no man’s land” 
area of the road north of West Pontoon 
Road, 

Although unsure whether that portion 
Chouteau Slough Road was in_ its 
jurisdiction, the Nameoki Township High- 
way Department ordered a crew to go 
there and push limbs and debris off two 
sections of the road. 

Meanwhile, it continued a study of 
recent annexations in that area in an at- 
tempt to verify responsibility for main- 
taining the road. A spokesman for the 
Nameoki highway department said the 
road ‘“‘could be in the City of Granite City 
or in Nameoki, Venice or Chouteau 
townships; they all come together right 
about there,”’ 

As the township’s study progressed, the 
deep holes in the middle of the roadway 


continued without change, causing severe 
hazards for unsuspecting motorists. 

An analysis by the Granite City 
Engineering Department reaffirmed that 
Slough Road is outside the municipal 
limits, The study by the Nameoki highway 
department, in the meantime, was ex- 
panded beyond the department’s attorney 
to include the Madison County highway 
department and the county’s maps and 
plats department. 

Dangerous holes in the surface of the 
road remained unfilled as the month of 
August passed. Then, the last weekend 
before the new school year arrived. 

‘Two occupants of an auto that crashed in 
the vicinity on Aug. 22 were trapped in 
their vehicle. When they were extricated 
by a rescue squad, the passenger was 
hospitalized and the driver was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

A witness was quoted as telling Madison 
County sheriff's deputies that the nor- 
thbound car had passed his auto and that 
the motorist then was seen to brake hard in 
an effort to avoid hitting a seven foot wide, 
five foot long, nearly one foot deep 
chuckhole. 

The driver lost control of the vehicle and 
it went down an embankment and struck a 
tree, inflicting fatal head and chest in- 
juries. 
We suppose someday, 
somebody will assume responsi 
maintaining Chouteau Slough Road. But 
when this happens, it isn’t going to be of 
much consolation to the grieving family or 
the victim's many friends and classmates 

We would like to close with something 
constructive, but frankly can’t think of 
anything positive to say just now about the 
governmental processes that were in- 
volved in this sequence of events and non- 
events.

“Bilingual plan harmful, wasteful 


“To the Editor: 

For some time, I have. 
‘been increasingly concerned 
: about a federal program that 
‘1 am convinced is having a 
“harmful effect on the 
‘children of immigrants 
‘coming to this country. 

I do not contend that the 
bilingual education program 
is not well-intended. But 
what it is doing, in effect, is 
delaying these children in 
‘the ‘ultimate necessity of 
their becoming a functioning 
part of American society 

The program will cost 
American taxpayers more 
than a billion dollars by 1983. 
And what it is doing, in large 
degree, is delaying the 
children in learning to speak 
English. 

Several weeks ago I 
received a letter from Dr. 
Fred West, author of a 
college textbook entitled, 
“The Way of Language.” Dr. 
West, an expert in the study 
and teaching of language, 
stated the same concerns 
that I feel. 

As I mentioned at the 
outset, I do not question the 
good intentics of those who 
proposed the program. It is 
geared to spend millions of 
dollars to include 60 or more 
Janguages and dialects in 
U.S. schools including 
scores of dialects of 
American Indian and pacific 
island natives, in addition to 
Spanish and various 
languages spoken in Asian 
and European countries. 

The theroy, of course, is 
that children should be 
taught in their native 
language for a period of 
years until their English is 
gicticient enough to cope 

ith instruction in English. 


But Dr. West believes — 
and I agree with him — that 
the emphasis at the begin- 
ning should be on teaching 
English, so as to induce the 
children not to delay lear- 
ning the language of this 
nation. 

From a practical stand- 
point, it needs to be con- 
sidered that by delaying 
emphasis on learning 
English, this federal 
program requires 
duplication of teachers in the 
classroom, 

Also, it’s obvious that a 
great deal of the taxpayers’ 
money must be spent on the 
recruitment, training and 
certification of bilingual 
teachers and instructional 
aides. 

Not only that, the program 
requires that all sorts of 
textbooks and teaching 
materials have to be 
developed in scores of 
languages other than 
English. 

Dr. West contends that this 
bilingual program ought to 
be terminated forthwith, and 
that our schools should 
concentrate on teaching 
English to the foreign 
children who have come to 
the U.S. They’re going to 
have to learn English sooner 
or later so why not 
sooner? 

He says that educators in 
California, who have the 
responsibility of teaching 
large numbers of English- 
deficient children, feel 
precisely the same way. He 
argues that children learn a 
foreign language quickly 
enough, ‘‘given patient 
tutoring by specialists 
teaching.”’

are presently being spent — 
not on the teaching but on 
what Dr. West calls “‘cultural 
propaganda.” 

And he adds that a case in 
point right now can be found 
“in the thousands of refugee 
childern (who) are en- 
countering no such 
‘bicultural’” malarkey; for 
the most part, they go right 
into the public school system 
and quickly learn English. 

“Children do this much 
better than adults,” he says, 
‘‘and without all the traumas 
that some softheaded 
sociologists insist occur to 
the youngsters.” 

The reason that the 
Vietnamese do it easily is 
obvious — motivation. 

Instead of being 
propagandized steadily 
against the Amercan culture 
and the American language, 
they are urged by their 
parents to learn as quickly 
as possible. 

The longer we delay this 
motivation, the more dif- 
ficult it will be for the foreign 
children who have come to 
America.

Homes, strongly supported an or- 
dinance to place 22 speed bumps in the 
housing project, but met opposition 
from several aldermen, including the 
other First Ward alderman, Everett 
“Cherry’’ Morlen, who accused 
Douglas of initiating a petition drive in 
Kirkpatrick Homes for the speed 
bumps. 

Douglas denied the allegation and 
said people approached him about the 
issue and asked him if he felt a petition 


would be effective. He said he told them . 


a petition was a good way to get 
something done, but he did not initiate 
the petition effort 
More than 300 persons signed the 
asking for speed bumps to slow 
in Kirkpatrick Homes and to 
protect the children living there. “It 
would be a travesty not to do it, if we 
-an do it at a minimum cost,” Douglas 
aid.

In order to reduce the city’s liability, 
in the event of an accident caused by 
the speed bumps, Brewer included 
flashing warning lights and signs in the 
specifications for all entrances into the 
housing project, as well as reflectors at 
each of the bumps. ‘“‘We need to make 
the thing as prominent as possible,” he 
contended. 

Several aldermen said the flashing 
ights, signs and reflectors made the 
project too costly for the city to un- 
dertake at this time. 

Brewer and Engineer John Papa 
contended the city would increase its 
liability if it put in the bumps without 
proper warnings to motorists. 

Alderman Roy Poulos of the Third 
Ward commented, ‘‘We have stop signs 
in there. If the people would observe the 
stop signs, there would be no need for 
speed bumps.’ 

Alderman Warren Decatur of the 
Fourth Ward made a motion that the 
council defer action on the ordinance, 
saying he had never seen it before 
Tuesday night’s meeting and wanted 
time to study it.

Federal attorneys support 


township's use - 


* revenue 


funds for light... zleachers 


Granite City did not 
violate any federal or 
state law or rule in using 
federal revenue sharing 
grant funds to help 
finance field lights for the 
sports complex on 
Fehling Road or for 
gymnasium bleachers at 
Granite City High School 
North, federal authorities 
have informed Nelson 
Hagnauer, supervisor of 
Granite City Township. 

Hagnauer received a 
letter from Richard S. 
Isen, acting chief counsel 
of the office of revenue 
sharing in Washington, 
D.C., which supported the 
township’s expenditure of 
the funds for the 
recreational projects. 

The legality of the 
expenditures had been 
challenged by Granite 
City Alderman Charles 
Douglas, who also is 4 
member of the town 
board, by virtue of being 
an alderman 

Douglas referred the 
issue to the office of the 
Illinois attorney general. 


Shawn W. Denney, 
assistant attorney 
general in the Opinions 
Division, studied the issue 
and informed federal 
revenue sharing 
authorities in a letter 
March 10, that apparently 
no state laws had been 
violated. 

The letter says, ‘‘...the 
determination as to 
whether the township 
expended funds in 
violation of section 123 
(a)(4) will have to be 
made by your office since 
that determination turns 
on a construction of 
federal, rather than state 
law.” 

Isen, in a letter to 
Hagnauer dated Aug. 18, 
concluded, ‘Granite City, 
lll., has not violated 
IUinois state or local law 
in expending its revenue 

aring funds for the 
construction of stadium 
lighting and an expansion 
of gymnasium seating. 

“The requirement that 
townships can only make 
expenditures for 


governmental _ purposes 
specifically authorized by 
state statutes has not 
been breached in the 
instant case.”’ 

He also said 
penditure seems 
within the 
revenue. sharing 
guidelines, which limit 
township expenditures of 
revenue sharing only to 
those purposes for which 
the townships could use 
tax funds. 

Specifically, the 
township act states that 
federal funds may be 
spent ‘for the con- 
struction of swimming 
pools and other 
recreational  facilities,’” 
Isen noted. 

Isen said his opinion 
applies only to the state 
laws specifically related 
to the expending of 
revenue sharing funds 
and “does not preclude 
anyone from seeking a 
state court's in- 
terpretation of state 
law,” according to the 
letter.

Hoyt Provow names 
Granite City Steel and its 
construction superintendent, 
Raymond Isom, as defen- 
dants in a two-count lawsuit 
stemming from a June 14 
accident, 

Provow contends. he was a 
construction ironworker for 
M.H. Wolfe & Co. and was 
making additions and 
repairs to the basic oxygen 
furnace facility when he was 
hurt. The suit says he was on 
a platform drilling holes and 
the drill malfunctioned, 
throwing him around the 
platform and injuring an 
arm. 

He seeks $25,000 each from 
the steel company and Isom, 
in addition to his costs. 

Joseph LaMontague, 
another M.H. Wolfe & Co. 
employee, names the steel 
firm and Sachs Electric Co. 
of St. Louis in separate 
counts of a two-count lawsuit 
seeking $75,000 plus costs in 
each count.

Holiday drivers should 
find gasoline plentiful 


Motrists during the Labor 
Day weekend should have 
little trouble finding gasoline 
in Missouri, according to a 
survey taken by the 
Automobile Club of Missouri 

The survey shows that 78 
percent of the stations polled 
will be open on Labor Day, 
which is an improvement 
from 65 percent one year 
ago. 

The August fuel gauge 
survey conducted by the club 
shows gasoline prices and 
supplies have remained 
stable throughout — the 
summer. Gas availability 
fluctuated only a few per- 
centage points during June, 
July and August, according 
to the survey of 59 stations 
along major highways and 
interstates in Missouri and 
bordering stations in Illinois 
and Kansas. 

Although average prices 
have remained about the 
same, there is still a wide 
high-low price range for all 
grades of gasoline. Prices 
for full service regular gas 
still range from $1.30 to $1.14 
per gallon, and prices for 
regular unleaded vary from 
$1.18 to $1.35 ($1.21 to $1.34 
last month). 

Self-service prices also 
vary considerably from a 
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Prices Good Thurs., Fri., Sat.-- Aug. 28, 29, 30 


low $1.06 to $1.24 for regular 
($1.06 to $1.25 last month); 
and from $1.12 to $1.29 for 
regular unleaded ($1.18 to 
$1.29 last month). Premium 
leaded gas is still hard to 
find. Only one station in the 
survey still carries the 
higher octane fuel. 

The survey shows 49 
percent of the stations 
contacted will close by 8 p.m 
on weekdays (51 percent in 
July, 50 percent in June); 32 
percent will close by 6 p.m. 
on Saturdays (unchanged 
from last month, 35 percent 
in June); 73 percent will be 
opened some hours on 
Sunday (71 percent in July, 
65 percent in June); and 15 
percent will again stay open 
24 hours (13 percent in 
June).

U.S. team looking forward 
to first World Cup test 


NEW YORK — With the 
8th CONCACAF Youth 
Championship now history 
and with the United States 
National Youth Team  suc- 
cessful in its goal of 
qualifying for the World 
Youth Championship for The 
Coca-Cola Cup, National 
Coach Walt Chyzowych is 
looking ahead to the 1981 
world tournament in 
Australia. 

“We'll have an extensive 
training program for 
Australia. I’d like the team 
to play at least 20 exhibitions 
before then,”’ said 
Chyzowych, the head coach 
for Youth, Olympic, and 
National teams. “I expect a 
nucleus of the present Youth 
Team to be with us again 
next year, but at the same 
time, I’m confident we'll 
improve the squad in some 
ateas. We've got a great 
group to build from.” 

In qualifying for next 
Gectober’s world cham- 
pionships, where the U.S. 
will be among 16 elite 
national teams comprised of 
players born after Aug. 1, 
1961, the American Under-19 
squad’s accomplishment 
was unprecedented. But in 
becomifg the first U.S. 
Youth Team to reach th 
Final Round of 16, the host 


country had its hands full in 
the 18-nation CONCACAF 
(North, Central America, 
and the Caribbean) 
qualifying eveni. 

Despite losing to Mexico 
(2-0), which won its seventh 
CONCACAF youth crown in 
eight attempts, in the finale 
played at Giants Stadium 
(E. Rutherford, N.J.) Aug. 
17, the U.S. assured itself of a 
berth in Australia by 
downing Honduras in the 
semifinals, played Aug. 15 at 
Robert.F. Kennedy Stadium 
in Washington, D.C. In 
dramatic fashion, the U.S 
nipped Honduras, 9-8, behind 
an 8-7 triumph in the penalty 
kick tiebreaker after the 
teams were deadlocked, 1-1, 
at the conclusion of 
regulation play and two, 10- 
minute overtime sessions. 

‘The teams played to a 
scoreless tie in 80 minutes of 
regulation time. Midfielder 
John Stollmeyer, playing 
near his Annandale, Va. 
home, converted a penalty

kick at 83:06 to put the U.S. 
ahead, but Honduras’ Jorge 
Montenegro scored with 4:10 
remaining to knot the score 
and send the game into 
penalties, the tie-breaking 
procedure for international 
tournaments. 

Each team converted four 
of five during the first round 
of penalty kicks. With the 
teams in a sudden death 
situation, Kevin Fouser, the 
ninth American to_ shoot, 
beat Honduras’ goalkeeper 
Oscar Martinez. And with 
Honduras in a must-score 
situation, a shot by Juan 
Contreras was deflected by 
goalkeeper Craig Scarpelli 
off the crossbar to give the 
U.S. the win. 

The semifinal triumph, 
hailed by Chyzowych as “‘one 
of the greatest wins in our 
soccer history,” sent the 
U.S. into the CONCACAF 
final two days later in Giants 
Stadium. The Americans, 
playing without injured 
starters Darryl Gee, Carl 


Bennett, and Stollmeyer, 
were out-classed by Mexico, 
who received goals from 
Rogelio Patino (17:48 and 
Alfonso Rodriguez (55:09). 

In the quarterfinal vs. 
Bermuda at RFK Aug. 12, 
the U.S. was hard-pressed in 
recording a 2-1 triumph. 
Stollmeyer put the U.S. in 
front with a penalty kick 
(28:56) and Fouser added an 
insurance goal (52:10) to 
make it 2-0. Bermuda, which 
was outshot by a 27-7 
margin, jumped back into 
the fray when Kennith Burt 
scored at 74:29. 

Goalkeeper Craig Scar- 
pelli, who performed 
flawlessly in the Youth 
Team’s clinching triumph 
over Honduras, was chosen

“Watch out!” shouts a lighting technician, A heavy spotlight 
housing falls to the bridge deck below as other crew members in 
the vicinity move to avoid it. 

‘A crew of more than 60 battles heat and humidity and fights off 
mosquitos and other numerous insects as it prepares the west end 
of a local bridge for the filming of the final scenes of “Escape from 
New York,” a movie about New York City in 1997 which has been 
turned into a prison for more than 3,000,000 inmates. 

‘The old Chain of Rocks Bridge, owned by the city of Madison 
und left abandoned for more than a decade since the construction 
of the 1-270 span across the Mississippi River, had been given a 
new “lease on life,” at least for the past several weeks anyway 

Slam Dunk Productions, a subsidiary of AVCO Embassy Films, 
came to the St. Louis area to film portions of “Escape” the stars of 
which include Ernest Borgnine, Kurt Russell, Isaac Hayes, 
Adrienne Barbeau and Donald Pleasence. 

In the film, a huge wall surrounds the city which keeps the 
inmates inside and all others out, Air Force One, the president's 
plane, is sabotaged and crash-ands within the wall, but the 
president, played by Pleasence, survives and is taken hostage by 
the inmates 

The president is rescued from the hostages, but he and his 
rescuers must surmount the wall to regain their freedom. 

‘The bridge in the film is an nonexistant bridge which leaves 
New York City, but is contained by the wall 

‘The “wall”, photo at right, was built on the west end of the old 
Chain of Rocks Bridge and took a month to construct. It was 
made under the watchful eye of Joe Alves, creator of the large 
“crater” which surrounded the huge spaceship in the final scenes 
of "Close Encounters.” 

Alves was also involved in the filming of “Jaws II.” 

Of course, as in most films, stunt men are being used. In the 
photo at top left a stunt man for Kurt Russell, at right, talks to a 
technician near the “wall” as lighting and sound work on the set 

‘A view of the end of the bridge with the “wall” in the 
background is seen at upper left from behind one of the cameras 
used to film the scene. The camera's tripod and light-colored, 
oblong film canister is at right next to the underside of an 
overturned auto used in a previous scene. 

‘Old, wrecked autos and other debris clutter the bridge deck 
near the west end through which the characters of the movie will 
run through in their fleeting escape from the city. 

The director of the film is John, Carpenter, at left, taks a smoke 
break while the set is readied by technicians for the next scene's 
filming. 

After more than a month of preparation and four days of 
filming on the bridge, which included a scene shot on the east end 
of the bridge, the film company will again leave the old Chain of 
Rocks Bridge abandoned only to wait for someone else to find a 
use for

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Hope to use civilian hospitals if military sustains casualties 


Representatives of the 
Department of Defense and 
health care leaders con- 
ducted a briefing yesterday 
to explain the Civilian 
Military Contingency 
Hospital System which will 
be tested for the first time in 
the St. Louis metropolitan 
area 

This system is being 
designed to provide access to 
civilian hospitals for 
military casualties in the 
event of an overseas conflict. 

The briefing took place at 
the Marriott Pavilion Hotel. 

Hospitals of 150 beds or 
more located within a 50- 
mile radius of Scott Air 
Force Base are being asked 
to participate in the plan for 
caring for military 
casualties in the event of a 
conflict. 

Organization of the new 
voluntary system, termed 
Civilian Military Con- 
tingency Hospital tem 
(CMCHS), will begin next 
month, when area hospital 
executives, trustees 


represéntatives, and 
medical staff officers are 
invited to attend meetings 
with military leaders to hear 
more details of the plan, 
which has been endorsed by 
the American Hospital 
Association and the 
American 
Association. 

Because of its central 
geographic location and the 
military status of Scott Air 
Force Base, this 
metropolitan area has been 
chosen as the initial test site 
for the concept, according to 
AHA Region 3 Director 
James T. Doherty, who has 
been placed on loan to the 
Department of Defense to 
direct the program. 

Specifies of the plan and 
time schedules for im- 
plementation meetings will 
be released when they are 
made available by the 
Pentagon. 

Meanwhile, the following 
summary statement has 
been released:

Ways sought to 
shorten delays at 
Aiton locks, dam 


(American 
Operators) 

The continuous backup of 
boats waiting to get through 
Locks and Dam 26 at Alton 
for the last several weeks 
shows no signs of im- 
provement. 

Rather, the delays in 
transiting this bottleneck 
promise to intensify as the 
harvest season approaches. 

In an attempt to help 
shorten the delays, members 
of the Government-Industry 
River action Committee 
(GIRAC) and the Corps of 
Engineers have met to 
analyze the situation and 
discuss ways in which the 
locking procedure could be 
expedited. GIRAC is co- 
chaired by Capt. Lloyd 
Eneix, Agri-Trans Corp. 
and Capt. Jerry Tinkey, M! 
America Transportation Co. 

First-hand observation by 
GIRAC members reveals 
there are significant dif- 
ferences appear to be related 
to operating tenchiques, not 
the equipment involved.

The following suggestions 
for barge operators were 
developed at the meeting 
between GIRAC and the 
Corps: 

1. Advise the “self-help 
pilots” to move as quickly as 
possible when contacted by 
Lock personnel. 

2, Make crews aware of the 
problems that the entire 
industry faces at Locks 26, 
and the necessity of their 
working as quickly and ef- 
ficiently as possible. 

3. Advise pilots, if they are 
the first southbound boat in 
the next sequence to move as 
close to the lock as possible. 

4. Once on the lock wall, 
eliminate all but the 
necessary outside sets of 
wire. Remove all double-up, 
unnecessary riggings. Lock- 
men indicate this is a 
significant problem. 

While these efforts might 
save only minutes per 
lockage, the cumulative 
impact could be significant. 

Should delays at the lock 
continue to increase, the use 
of a permanent pool boat 
may have to be considered. 
While this is not an at- 
tractive alternative, it is one 
of the few options left for 
increasing the capacity of 
the lock. 

Operators are being in- 
vited to comment on the 
feasibility of a permanent 
pool boat and at what point, 
if any, it should be im- 
plemented. Comments

Meanwhile, the Corps of 
Engineers has issued a

The Southwestern Con- 
ference is something to 
watch during the football 
and basketball seasons.

Steve Garland sipped 
‘from his glass of water as he 
waited for his breakfast 
order to come to the table. 
He drank slowly, thinking 
about his future and the 
future of Triad High School’s 
new soccer program. Gar- 
land is the head coach. 

“T’m going to go with 
experimentation this year,” 
the 23-year-old Garland said 
as he put his glass back on 
the table. ‘‘We’re going to be 
very flexible.” 

Sitting in a restaurant in 
Granite City, his heme town, 
Garland discussed the up- 
coming Triad season which 
opens in Roxana Sept. §. The 
team, playing at the junior 
varsity level for nine games 
in its first year, will have its 
home opener Sept. 30 against 
O'Fallon. 

Garland’s team is youth- 
ful. In fact, of the 18 youths 
who have participated in 
practice sessions, only six 
are upperclassmen. 


“AS YOUNG as they are, 
I don’t expect them to win 
them all,” Garland said as 
he reached for his breakfast. 
“The big thing is to have 
fun.”

The new coach said he 
was mildly disappointed at 
the turncut for the new 
program. When school 
begins, he said he expects 
“more budding players to 
try out.” 

So far 18 have practiced 
with regularity. ‘They've all 
played before in the park 
district program. They have 
a little experience,” said 
Garland. “I’m pleased with 
what I have.” 

The team has had two 
weeks of practice. Last 
week, however, was the first 
full week. “The kids are 
iinding it harder than they 
think,’’ Garland — said. 
“(There are) a lot of drills. 
(Reflexes that are developed 
by drills) should become a 
natural reflex ... without 
having to think about it.”’ 


AS WELL AS DRILLS, 
Garland has the team 
running to increase stamina. 
A good soccer player has to 
be a natural athlete, said 
Garland. ‘An all-round 
athlete with some size and 
strength will do well,” he 
said. 


Uniforms and most of the 
equipment have been sup- 
plied to the team already. 
The only item missing is the 


goal nets to be set up on a 
field behind the football 
field. 

But lack of nets hasn’t 
kept Garland and his young 
team from _ practicing. 
“We're working with cones 
now. And practicing keeping 
the ball low,” Garland said, 
recalling practices the week 
before. Garland’s biggest 
concern now is improved 
accuracy in kicking. 

A few players have 
caught Garland’s eye as 
being potential strengths for 
the coming season. 


“JEFF SLABY is a real 
good kicker,” Garland said. 
Left wing will probably be 
his position, although he 
may be moved around once 
the first game is played. Jeff 
Suess is another potential 
strength for Triad. 

The goaltending spot will 
most likely be shared by two 
players: Robert Barker and 
Ed Wille. Garland feels he 
will alternate the two during 
one game, each playing one 
35-minute half. 

Garland admitted most of 
his players want to play 
fullback. But once the first 
game is over, he will switch 
the players around so that 
each one is playing where he 
is most capable. No players

will be put in one position the 
whole season, with the 
possible exception of goal- 
tenders. 


GARLAND HAS BEEN 
pleased with the cooperation 
he has received from the 
other coaches at Triad, as 
well as the warm reception 
he has gotten from area high 
school soccer coaches. 

Pre-season practice 
scrimmages with other 
schools have been arranged 
with Triad by the other 
soccer coaches. 


Strategy, according to 
Garland, will include the 
diagonal defense with ‘‘good 
backs and fullbacks. 

“If we get burned a few 
times (using this defense), 
we'll go back toe a 4-3-3 for- 
mation,’’ said Garland, 
speculating on the idea 
seriously. 


“MOSTLY I'LL START 
with a five man formation 
and probably end with a 4-3- 
3,”" he said. 


Next year Triad will have 
a varsity team in addition to 
the junior varsity. Garland 
would like to see an almost 
even number of junior 
varsity as varsity games in 
the ’81 season.

Another year of rebuilding

El Eschmann sees the 
1980 season for the Kahok 
football team much the 
same way as he did the 1979 
season: a year of rebuilding. 

In just his second year as 
head coach of Collinsville 
High’s gridders, Eschmann 
is charged with putting 
together the first winning 
football season in five years. 

“We're sticking with a lot 
of basics,” Eschmann said 
after the first full scrim- 
mage of the training camp. 
“All two weeks we've 
worked on the basic fun- 
damentals of blocking and 
tackling. And it’s paid off so 
far.” 


THE SCRIMMAGE was 
“encouraging,” according to 
Eschmann. And coming off 
1-8 and 2-7 seasons, en- 
couragement can go a long 
way. 

“To improve,’’ Esch- 
mann said, was his ob- 
jective. “To improve every 
time we go out there. That’s 
what it’s all about.”

Improvement. While 
you’re rebuilding, it’s im- 
portant. But Eschmann 
realizes true success is still 
down the road a ways. 

“From what we've been 
before, we’re a_ stronger 
football team. But that 
doesn’t mean we're better 
than the other teams 
because they’ve been in a 
program for years,” he said. 


ONE THING that will 
hinder Collinsville High in 
its quest for a winning 
season will be its schedule. 
East St. Louis twice, Each of 
the Belleville schools. Ed- 
wardsville. Cahokia. “We 
work from week to week, 
and let the victories fall as 
they may,”’ Eschmann said. 

Another problem has 
been the doubie-duty some of 
the players have had to 
work. Eschmann said some 
of his valuable practice time 
has been lost because some 
players have to work both 
offensively and defensively. 

Inthe game situations the 
threat those players will 
wear down is_ real.

Ahart, currently at about 330 
pounds, and Kleb, weighing

at the tackles. 

Seniors Dave Mohme, 
Jeff McDaniel and Steve 
Kuegler all return from last 
year to the linebacking 
corps. Kyle Pressnall, a 
hefty junior, is also pushing 
for a starting spot. 


THREE E Xx- 
PERIENCED seniors return 
to the defensive secondary: 
Mike Jackstadt, Todd Miller 
and Steve Stephens. Esch- 
mann says the fourth spot, 
the weak side safety, is still 


up for grabs between four 
different players. 

OFFENSE 

“Offensively we moved 
the ball,” Eschmann said 
after the first scrimmage. 
“Our trapping game looked 
good and the option looked 
good. Both quarterbacks 
threw well.” 

No. 1 this year at quar- 
terback will be Miller. Miller 
is an all-around athlete with 
a good arm. Junior Steve 
Bluemner will be the 
backup. 

JEFF AHART will be a 
big key to the Kahoks’ 
running game. At 185 pounds

Steve Johnson at tailback. 

Of course, no one can run 
without good blockers. 
Collinsville lost seven 
seniors to graduation from 
the offensive line last year. 
This year, with the exception 
of center, the linemen will 
all be 230 pounds and up.

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Watershed season for GC North

Tom Wyrostek hopes the 
mix is right. He hopes the 
players returning to his 
Granite City North Steelers 
and players yet to be tested 
can gel into a winning 
football team. 

For North, this is 
something of a watershed 
year. After a winless 
season two years ago, the 
Steelers bounced back with 
a winning team in 1979. 

So in 1980, Wyrostek’s 
team will either continue to 
improve or take a step 
backwards. Wyrostek, of 
course, hopes the former 
will happen. 

‘We weren't exactly 
pleased with our year last 
year,” Wyrostek said. “‘We 
started pretty good, but 
toward the end of the year 
injuries and some bad 
breaks kind of broke our 
momentum. So much of 
this game is momentum.” 

Whether last year’s fast 
start will be impetus 


enough to carry over to 
1980 remains to be seen, 

Many of the players who 
were a part of the Steelers’ 
1979 resurgence are back. 
Twelve lettermen are 
toiling through preseason 
drills in preparation for the 
upcoming season, but the 
majority of those are of- 
fensive players. 

Wyrostek said the 
Steelers’ defensive unit 
was particularly hard hit 
by graduation last year, 
and the most serious 
questions during preseason 
concern the ability of 
younger players to assume 
the roles of the recently 
departed. 

“We'll just have to wait 
and see,’’ Wyrostek said. 
“We do have quite a few 
guys back with some game 
experience, and we hope 
we can develop others.” 

The main thing, accoding 
to Wyrostek, though, is, 
“the nucleus is there.” 

Especially offensively. 
Quarterback Dan Pat- 
terson shared that position

with Tim Dudley last year, 
but toward the end of the 
season, Paterson was more 
or less the regular QB. This 
year he will remain so. 

Joining Patterson in the 
backfield will be three 
other experienced players 
— fullback Rick Buer, I- 
back Kevin Buchanon, and 
halfback Joe Dean. 

Kevin DePew will anchor 
the offensive line at center. 
Alongside will be tackles 
David Long and Tom 
Wyrostek, and at tight end 
Pat Mushill or Joe Bowler. 
All are returning let- 
termen. 

Many of the same 
players are being counted 
on to fill the defensive 
holes. Mushill, DePew, and 
Steve Gibson are can- 
didates for two defensive 
end positions, Bowler and 
Jack Rainey should see 
action at defensive tackle, 
and Alan Schmidt and 
Darren DePew will likely 
be a linebacker, Wyrostek 
said. 

The defensive backfield 


will feature Patterson, 
Dean, and, Jeff Gibbs. 

‘High school football 
isn’t like the pros or even 
college,” Wyrostek said. 
“We can’t go out and 
recruit our deficiencies or 
buy players like the pros. 

Wyrostek’s team will get 
its first action Sept. 5 when 
it travels to Cahokia, the 
first of two Gateway East 
Conference meetings this 
season with the Coman- 
ches. The Steelers’ two 
games with Cahokia could 
be a blessing. Last season 
the hapless Comanches 
were 0-8 and finished last in 
league play.

Stan Wojcik is a realist. 
But he’s also a high school 
football coach. The two 
ingredients usually equal 
an age-old cliche... 

Cautious optimism. 
Wojcik, head coach at 
Granite City High School 
South, waiched last June as 
most of his starting offense 
and defense graduated 
from high school. Glad to 
see them move on in life. 
Sorry to see the holes they 
left to fill on his football 
team. 

“We lost just about 
everybody,” said Wojcik. 
“And now we're finding out 
we have some problems. 
Some holes to fill.” 

Perhaps the biggest hole 
to try and fill is at the 
quarterback position. Gone 
is last year’s starter, Blake 
“Hondo” Ambuehl. Now 
the dogfight is on for the 
spot. 

“We've got three guys 
right now who culd take it 
(the quarterback job),” 
said Wojcik. “But between 
the three of them, there’s 
not much experience at

Triad Knight football 
coach Ted Cange is op- 
timistic. His optimism 
comes from three little 
words that high school foot- 
ball coaches across the 
country love to have in their 
vocabularies: size, speed 
and seniors. 

The Knights have all 
three this season. 

“This is potentially the 
best team I’ve ever 
coached,” said Cange, 


quarterback. Just about 
none,” 

The three are juniors 
Tony Fizer and Dan Harris 
and sophomore John 
Linhart. ‘Linhart played 
some as a freshman last 
year and Harris played 
some as a sophomore,” 
Wojcik said. ‘“That’s the 
biggest question mark 
right now. Hondo was a 
pleasant surprise for us 
last year. He left some 
shoes to fill.” 

Wojcik will have to make 
his decision on the quar- 
terback question soon. His 
team’s first game is Sept. 5 
at home against South- 
western Conference power 
Belleville East. ‘‘We’ll 
have to make a cut-and- 
dried decision some time 
this week,” he said. ‘We 
have a decison Thursday 
(today). We'll know by 
then who our number one 
quarterback is going to 
be.” 

The rest of South’s 
schedule doesn’t get any 
easier. After the battle with 
East’s Lancers, the 
Warriors will tangle with 

the likes of O’Fallon, 
Cahokia, Edwardsville, 


Granite North and 
Belleville Althoff (not in 
that order). 

“Jeez, just think about it. 
Althoff and Edwardsville 
are going to be awesome,” 
Wojcik said of the Gateway 
East Conference race. 
“But North (Granite City) 
might sneak up on them.” 

Althoff, last season’s 
champ, advanced all the 
way to the State Class 4A 
Semifinals. 

As far as his team’s 
chances in the conference 
are concerned, Wojcik was 
something less than op 
timistic. “If we play ball, 
execute and make very, 
very few mistakes, we 
might be able to hold our 
own,” he said. 

“Hold our own.” 

But Wojcik’s problems 
don’t end with the quar- 
terback situation. He also 
has 3 diminutive line. “We 
don’t have any size 
whatsoever,” he said. “We 
never do. I don’t know if it’s 
something in the water or 
Granite City Steel, or 
what.” 

The way to overcome 
lack of size is with 
quickness and strength.

“It'd be OK to be 6-2, 185 
and strong,” said Wojcik. 
“But we’re finding out that 
some of the guys worked 
out with weights over the 
summer and some didn’t. 
It’s starting to show which 
ones did and which ones 
didn’t.” 

The running back 
situation will probably be 
South’s strong point. “I 
thought going in that it’d be 


our strongest area,” said’ 


Wojcik. “And I think it will 
be.” 

Leading the way for the 
Warriors in the backfield 


will be Mark Clark and Don 
Keeling, the two who 
return with the most ex- 
perience and savvy. Others 
who could fit into the 
picture will be Mike 
Benita, Mark Marsh and 
Tim Phelps. 


On defense, Wojcik’s 
squad could be an even 
bigger question mark. 
“Heck, we haven't even 
worked that much on 
defense,” he said. “We've 
been so bad on offense that 
we've had to work on it so 
much in practice.” 


Coaches sometimes tend 
to overdramatize. 

“We might be able to 
surprise some people this 
season,” said Wojcik.

putting added emphasis on 
the word ‘‘potentially.”” 


“TM NOT SAYING that 
we're going to go out and run 
over everybody,” said 
Cange. “But, I am saying 
that we have the personnel 
and the capability of putting 
together a really good 
season,” he said. 

Indeed the numbers do 
look good for the Triad 
gridders. This year’s squad 
is predominately juniors and 
seniors, unlike last year’s 
team which included many 








sophomores. The Knights 
lost only eight seniors to 
graduation last year. 

“We're basically looking 
at the same baliclub we had 
last season,” said Cange. 
“We're expecting this team 
to be vastly improved over 
last year’s because the 
players will have a bit more 
experience.” 

The Knights had a dismal 
3-5 record in 1979. 


THIS YEAR’S squad will 
be bolstered by 20 returning 
letterman, a number of them 


with weights topping the 200 
pound mark. 

Cange is high on his of- 
fensive line, which includes 
three 200-pounders. Anchor- 
ing that line will be senior 
interior linemen Ernie Dorn 
and John Wise, both 
weighing in at 220. 

On the receiving corps 
lies another big man, 6-6, 215 
pound senior tight end Mark 
Martz. Martz is a valuable 
asset as a blocker and as a 
pass receiver. 

The biggest question 
mark for Cange’s Knights is

in the offensive backfield. 
The only sure starter is 6-0, 
210 pound senior halfback 
Bob King. Cange will look to 
King as the bread and butter 
of his running game. King is 
strong enough to run inside 
and quick enough to get 
outside. 


THE OTHER running 
back positions will be filled 
by one of a host of junior 
candidates.

that position last year, is 
being strongly challenged by 
sophomore Steve Brown. 

“It’s a toss up,” said 
Cange, referring to the 
quarterback situation. 
“We're not really certain 
which one will get the 
starting job.” 

On defense, special 
praise was given to senior 
halfback Steve Wiggington. 

“He’s the team’s moral 
leader,” said Cange of 
Wiggington. ‘‘He’s 5-9 and 
135 pounds soaking wet, but 
he hits like he weighs 200.” 
Wiggington will be the 
team’s defensive captain. 

THE DEFENSIVE line 
will be anchored by 6-0, 240 
pound junior tackle Mark 
Walker. 

Junior middle linebacker 
Steve Barber, according to 
Cange, is the key man in the 
linebacking corps. Barber is 
5-10, 180 pounds and has good 
range, as well as being an 
excellent hitter. 

Other players mentioned 
by Cange as bright spots in 
the lineup included two 
offensive linemen, John 
Clark, a 5-10, 190 pound 
junior; and Tim Trout, a 5-9, 
170 pound senior.

The 1980-81 sports season 
will mark Triad’s second 
season as an independant. 

As of yet, Triad High has 
been unable to find a con- 
ference. The Knights are 
looking to align with other 
schools of the same size in 
this area to form an all- 
sports conference. 


THE PROBLEM is, there 
just aren’t many schools 
that fit the criteria. 

“We're kind of stuck in 
the middle with nowhere to 
go,”’ said Triad High prin- 
cipal Rich Mason. ‘‘We're 
too small to compete with 
teams in this general area, 
and too large for many of the 
teams in the outlying 
areas,’ said Mason. 

It seems Triad’s best 
chance at getting in a con- 
ference will be with other 
teams to form a new con- 
ference. 

“We had a deal working 
with some schools that are 
leaving the Mid-State 
Conference,”’ said Mason. 
“But two of the three schools 
have already joined another 
conference that would not be 
feasible for us because of the 
extensive travel.” 


“WE’VE ALSO TALKED 
to some schools to the south 
of us, but they felt that Triad 
was too large to compete 

* with them on an even basis,” 
said Mason. 

Athletic director Ted 
Cange feels the move cut of 
the Mississippi Valley 
Conference was necessary, 
but it has its drawbacks. 

“We had to get out of the 
MVC because we just 
couldn’t compete with those 
larger schools,” said Cange. 
“Not having a conference 
championship to shoot for 
takes away some of the 
excitement, though.” 

“Eventually we might 
realign with the MVC,” said 
Mason. ‘‘Our enroliment is 
growing now, so that is a 
possibility.” 

“However,” said Mason, 
“that will not happen in the 
near future.” 







limping through a winless 
season.

has some good size, and 
fairly good speed, but he 
prefers to take a more 
individual approach. 

“At times, I see a 
diamond in the rough in 
every kid out here,”’ von 
der Haar said. “I don’t to 
want to pick anyone out 
until I have a chance to see 
what everyone can do.” 

If attendance is any 
measure of attitude, then 
the Trojan prospective 
players are excited about 
the new coach and his 
methods. 

von der Haar said in all, 
about 50 players have been 
to practices. With summer 
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Von der Haar has work cut out 


jobs and such, though, the 
team won’t really practice 
as a full unit until school 
starts. 

Even then workouts will 
stress the basics. ‘‘We 
stress excellence,” von der 
Haar said. “We may only 
know one play our first 
game, and we might run 
the heck out of it, but we'll 
have it down pat.” 

As the season rolls on, 
though, von der Haar sees 
better things coming. 

“We're going to turn it 
around,” he said. ‘It may 
not be until the middle of 
the season, but we’re going 
to do it. There’s no 
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timetable set.” 

As acoach who returns to 
the team he left four years 
ago after an eight-year 
stint, Von der Haar has the 
credentials to back up his 
determination.
